The Montreal YMCA has had another extraordinary year. We have now completed year 
one of a three-year strategic plan, a year that saw us embark on strategies for programs, 
finance, facilities, fund-raising, human resources and public image. 


We successfully launched our much needed $13 million, five-year Capital Development 
Campaign. 

For the first time in our 134 year history, we had 100% participation of the members 
of the Metropolitan Board of Directors and the members of the Senior Management 
Group. All 39 Board members and 26 members of the Management Group took part 
in this year’s Sustaining Membership Campaign. 

We signed an offer to lease a 28,000 square foot physical fitness center in the 
Complexe Guy-Favreau. The center, we expect, will open as a YMCA Branch in June 
1986. 

Job Generation, the Y’s National Program for unemployed youth, coordinated through 
the Montreal YMCA, became operational in ten centers across the country. 

We established a Spirit Task Force to explore ways of addressing that part of our 
Mission which seeks to “fulfill individuals in SPIRIT”. 

We presented Rosalie Williams Sinclair — great grand-daughter of Sir George 
Williams, founder of the YMCA — with a recording of a speech given by her great 
grandfather in 1894 to students at Springfield College, Massachusetts. 

Our Justice Initiatives Program was honoured by La Société de Criminologie du 
Québec with the Denis Gagné Award for outstanding work in the prevention of 
juvenile delinquency. 

We created a new logo as part of our ongoing campaign to upgrade the YMCA’s public 
image. The logo was designed to reflect both the excellence, and the pioneering and 
innovative nature of the Association. 

We had an operating surplus for the third year in a row. 


We are optimistic about the future. Our optimism is based on the great wealth of talent 
we have in our volunteers and staff and their firm commitment to the Y.

© To solicit, by all appropriate means, and receive all donations, contributions, bequests 
and subscriptions of a charitable nature, in kind or in cash, for the exclusive 
advantage and use of ‘“‘The Young Men’s Christian Association of Montreal’’. 


¢ To these ends, to acquire, retain, administer, invest and reinvest these donations, 
contributions, bequests and subscriptions free of charge and channel these funds, with 
the exception of those needed to cover the administration costs of the corporation, 
exclusively to the ‘*Young Men’s Christian Association of Montreal’’. 


During the year the Foundation directors organized and launched the Montreal YMCA 
Capital Development Campaign. Ghislain Hawey and John Churchill-Smith are the Co- 
Chairmen of the overall campaign and twelve well-known Montrealers have agreed to 

act as honorary patrons. They are:

The Montreal YMCA needs $13,000,000 for buildings and improvements. Thirteen 
million dollars — a considerable sum, no doubt. But not all that much when one 
considers the Montreal YMCA’s urgent needs over the next five years for the repair and 
development of its facilities better to meet the continuing needs of its thousands of users 
throughout the Montreal area. 

At year-end, May 31st, 1985, our fund-raising committee is pleased to announce that a 

total of $1,300,000 had been received in donations and pledges. Moreover, I would like 

to bring to your attention the important efforts of the many volunteers involved in our 
fund-raising programs, without whose dedication and enthusiasm we could not have 
reached 10% of our overall financial goal only four months after the start of the 
campaign. 

Of the $1,700,000 target from governments during the Capital Development Campaign, 

the Montreal YMCA Foundation has raised $260,367 to date. Due to provincial 

government regulations regarding allocation of capital funding, the amount has been paid 
directly to the Montreal YMCA and consequently is not, as such, reflected in the 
financial statements of the Foundation, which therefore understate by that amount the 
apparent success of the Campaign. This is purely an accounting matter and the 
arrangements between the Y and the Foundation are such that the Foundation’s capacity 
to discharge its responsibilities is not affected. 

P.S.: At the time of the meeting (85-09-24), $1,700,000 have been received in 
donations and pledges on the overall target of $7,700,000. As for the YMCA 
Resources’ and Governments’ level, more than $1,450,000 have been received in 
donations and pledges on the overall target of $5,300,000.

The overall financial target of the

Members and Participants Program 


Claude Lemay and Victor M. Drury 
were the two Co-Chairmen of our 1985 
Members and Participants Fund-Raising 
Campaign. With their assistance, $39,160 
was raised from among 1,207 donors. 


The total financial objective of the 
Members and Participants Program is 
$500,000 for the period 1985-1989. This 
fund-raising campaign is held once 
yearly during February and March and 
all monies raised from it will be used 
exclusively to repair the buildings and 
replace equipment at our branches and 
Kamp Kanawana as planned in the 
Montreal YMCA’s facilities development 
program.
